SCORES MISMANAGEMENT OF TRADE UNIONS -- Rzeczpospolita, 10 Jun 50

According to reports sulmitted to the Fourth Convention of Agricultural
Workers® Trade Unicne, the union: falisd to accomplish tbe tasks set by the
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1948 convention. This failure 1s attributed p.imarily to the president of the
executive committes of ‘he union made up of embezzlers and antigovernment

‘. elements. Centkowski, former chairman of the executive committee; Zien“kiewicz,
committee member, and Dzwonkiewicz, former cashier, were responsible for the
mismansgement . \

One of the most serious charges was the failure to popularize the new col-
lective sgreement. Furthermecre, 10 million zlotys granted for workers' vaca-
tions and funds earmarked for cultural purposes were not utilized. Orders and
instructions of the Central Council ~f Trads Unions were disregarded by the
presidium of the executive committse. Under such circumstances, Daworkiewicz
pocketed over 5 millicn zloyts.
